THIS MBMORIAL OP *<CHARLBS THE MARTYR" HAS A 
ROMANTIC HISTORY. TRULY DESCRIBBD BY WALPOLK 
AS A '* NOBLB BQUBSTRIAN STATUE, IN WHICH THE 
COMMANDING GRACE OF THE FIGURE, AND THE EX- 
QUISITE FORM OF THE HORSE ARE STRIKING TO THE 
MOST UNPRACTISED EYE," IT WAS THE WORK OF LE 
SOEUR, AND WAS SOLD DURING THE COMMONWEALTH 
TO A BRAZIER ON THE STRICT CONDITION THAT HE 
BROKE IT UP. INSTEAD OFDOINGSO, HE BURIED IT AND 
PRODUCED IT AGAIN AT THE RESTORATION, WHEN IT 
WAS SET U P WHERE IT NOW STANDS,ON A PEDESTAL DE- 
SIGNED BY WREN, AND EXECUTED BY GRINLING GIB- 
BONS. HERE, OBLIVIOUS TO THE "WEARINESS, THE 
FEVER, ANDTHEFRET"0FHUMANITY SURGING ROUND 
HIM THROUGH THE CENTURIES, AND BURIED IN 
THOUGHTS TOO DEEP FOR TEARS, CHARLES GAZES IN 
CALM DIGNITY DOWN WHITEHALL TO THE VERY SCENE 
OFTHE TRAGEDY OF 3OTH JANUARY 1649. A PATHETIC 
REMINDER OF " OLD, UNHAPPY, FAR-OFF THINGS " 
IS GIVEN ANNUALLY ON THE ANNIVERSARY OF HIS 
DEATH, WHEN THE STATUE IS DECORATED WITH 
FLOWERS AND WREATHS BY A FEW FAITHFUL ADHER- 
ENTS OF THE HAPLESS HOUSE OF STUART.

THE GATE OF THE TEMPLE 

THIS IS THE BNTRANCBTO WHAT WAS ONCE A STRONG- 
HOLD OF THE KNIGHTS TEMPLARS — WHOSE BEAUTI- 
FUL CHURCH STILL REMAINS — ^AND IS NOW A QUAR- 
TER MORE HAUNTED BY LITERARY GHOSTS THAN ANY 
OTHER IN THE METROPOLIS. THE ROOM ABOVE THE 
ARCHWAY WAS BUILT IN THE TIME OF JAMES I., AND 
BELONGED TO HIS LAMENTED SON, HENRY, PRINCEOF 
WALES. EVERYWHERE AROUND THE TEMPLE ONE 
FEELS THAT "ANTIQUE AIR" WHICH SO MUCH AP- 
PEALED TO THE WISTFUL MIND OF CHARLES LAMB. HE, 
OF COURSE, IS THE GENIUS LOCI TO THE VISITOR OF TO- 
DAY, THOUGH SHARING HIS HONOURS WITH JOHNSON 
AND GOLDSMITH, THE LATTER OF WHOM SLEEPS HIS 
LAST SLEEP IN THE TEMPLE GRAVEYARD. BOSWELL 
RESIDED HERE, AND DICKENS, WHO WAS STEEPED IN 
ITS ATMOSPHERE, MADE ITTHESCENEOFSOMETOUCH- 
ING EPISODES. A MORE VIGOROUS GHOST IS THAT OF 
SARAH, THE GREAT DUCHESS OF MARLBOROUGH. SHE 
CAME ONE DAY TO SEE HER LEGAL ADVISER, AND BE- 
HAVED OUTRAGEOUSLY WHEN SHE FOUND HE WAS AB- 
SENT. "I COULD NOT TELL WHO SHE WAS," SAID THE 
SERVANT AFTERWARDS, "FOR SHE WOULD NOT GIVE 
ME HER NAME, BUT SHE SWORE SO DREADFULLY 
THAT I AM SURE SHE MUST BE A LADY OF 
HIGH DEGREE."

CHELSEA, AS THIS ETCHING SHOWS, CAN BE PICTU- 
RESQUE TO-DAY, THOUGH IN A DIFFERENT WAY FROM 
THE TIME WHEN IT WAS A QUIET COUNTRY VILLAGE, 
AND THE OLD CHELSEA BUN-HOUSE WAS A FAyOURITE 
RESORT OFTHE COURT. CARLYLE DESCRIBED CHELSEA 
IN HIS TIMEAS^'ASINGULAR HETEROGENEOUS KIND OF 
SPOT, VERY DIRTY AND CONFUSED IN SOME PLACES, 
QUITE BEAUTIFUL IN OTHERS, ABOUNDING IN ANTI- 
QUITIES AND THE TRACES OF GREAT MEN." IT IS THE 
LASTOFTHESE CHARACTERISTICS WHICH IS THE PRIN- 
CIPAL ATTRACTION OF CHELSEA, FOR ALL THE FAMOUS 
MEN WHO HAVE BEEN ASSOCIATED WITH IT WOULD BE 
TOO NUMEROUS TO MENTION. ITS EARLY FAME AROSE 
FROM THE FACT THAT ** BLESSED THOMAS MORE " 
LIVED THERE THE BEAUTIFUL FAMILY LIFE WHOSE 
VERY PEACEFULNESS AT THAT STORMY PERIOD MAY 
SEEM TO HAVE PRESAGED ITS BLOODY END. HE WAS 
VISITED BY ERASMUS, AND IN HIS CHELSEA HOME HOL- 
BEIN WAS PRESENTED TO HENRY VIII., AN INTRODUC- 
TION WHICH HAD ARTISTIC RESULTS KNOWN 
TO ALL THE WORLD.

THE GREAT 

THIS POINTBD BARLY ENGLISH ARCHWAY, WITH ITS 
DOG-TOOTH ORNAMENTATION, FORMS THE ENTRANCE 
TO THE SPLENDID OLD NORMAN PRIORY CHURCH, 
WHICH, AFTER MANY VICISSITUDES, SURVIVES TO- 
DAY — ^AN IMPRESSIVE RELIC OF THE REIGN OF HEN- 
RY I. IN IT HOGARTH WAS BAPTISED. THE ARCH 
ITSELF LOOKS ON TO SMITHFIELD — GROUND CONSE- 
CRATED BY THE BLOOD OF MANY MARTYRS. ONLY A 
FEW YARDS AWAY A LARGE STONE COMMEMORATES 
THE DEATH ON THIS SPOT OF THREE OF THE TWO 
HUNDRED AND SEVENTY-SEVEN PEOPLE WHO, IN THE 
REIGN OF QUEEN MARY, *< SUFFERED DEATH BY FIRE 
FOR THE FAITH OF CHRIST." HERE ALSO DIED SIR 
WILLIAM WALLACE, THE SCOTTISH PATRIOT, AND 
WAT TYLER. NEAR THE ARCH IS THE ENTRANCE TO 
LITTLE BRITAIN, ONCE A LANE OF BOOKSHOPS AND A 
FAMOUS LITERARY HAUNT ; AND QUITE CLOSE ALSO 
IS MILTON STREET, THE ORIGINAL ** GRUB STREET" 
OF INKY MEMORIES, AND SO CALLED NOW AFTER THE 
POET, WHOOCCASIONALLY RESIDED IN THIS QUARTER. 



PONDS AT HAMPSTEAD 

HAMPSTKAD RIVALS CHELSEA IN LITERARY AND AR- 
TISTIC MEMORIES. IT STANDS HIGH AND IS ALMOST 
ALWAYS SWEPT BY A CLEAN, HEALTHY, REFRESHING 
BREEZE, WHILE THE HEATH, THE ONLY TRULY RURAL 
GROUND EASILY REACHED FROM THE CITY, IS A PRICK- 
LESS BOON TO TIRED LONDONERS. ITS BLUE HORIZONS 
HAVE BEEN PAINTED TIME AND AGAIN BY CONSTABLE 
WHO WAS A RESIDENT. LEIGH HUNT AND KEATS LIVED 
AT HAMPSTEAD, AND THE GREATER PART OF ENDY- 
MION WAS WRITTEN THERE. IT WAS THE SCENE OF 
THE MEETINGS OF THE KIT-KAT CLUB, FREQUENTED 
BY ADDISON, STEELE, AND CONGRBVB, AND OTHER 
WITS OF THE PERIOD, AND HAS ASSOCIATIONS WITH 
LAW AND POLITICS IN THE PERSON OF THE GREAT 
LORD MANSFIELD. 
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LINDSEY HOUSES 

THIS IS ONB OF THE OLDEST BUILDINGS IN CHELSEA 
AND IS SUPPOSED TO HAVE BEEN DESIGNED BY WREN. 
IT IS NOW DIVIDED INTO FIVE HOUSES, BUT WAS 
ORIGINALLY ONE, BEING BUILT FOR TURQUBT DE 
MAYERNE, WHO WAS PHYSICIAN TO HENRY IV. OF 
FRANCE. IT AFTERWARDS BECAME THE PROPERTY OF 
THE EARLS OF LINDSEY, ONE OF WHOM MARRIED THE 
WIDOW OF CRUEL JUDGE JEFFREYS, AND WAS LATER 
THE HEADQUARTERS OF A MORAVIAN SETTLEMENT IN 
CHELSEA. ITS MOST DISTINGUISHED RESIDENT IN 
MODERN TIMES WAS WHISTLER.

DOORWAY, CLIFFORD'S INN 

THIS INN OP CHANCERY WAS SO CALLED AFTER ROBERT 
DE CLIFFORD, WHO WAS GRANTED THE PROPERTY BY 
EDWARD II. IN ITS HALL ALL THE DISPUTES THAT 
AROSE AFTER THE GREAT FIRE WERE SETTLED BY SIR 
MATTHEW HALE ; AND IT HAS NUMBERED AMONG 
ITS RESIDENTS SIR EDWARD COKE, JOHN SELDEN, AND 
HARRISON THE REGICIDE. HERE AT NO. 1 3 DWELT 
GEORGE DYER, THE AMICUS REDIVIVUS OF ELI A, A CUR- 
IOUS CREATURE OF WHOM WHEATLEY SAYS THAT HE 
" BECAME SO WEDDED TO THESE CHAMBERS THAT HE 
AT LAST WEDDED THE LAUNDRESS ALSO, A VERY WOR- 
THY WOMAN BUT * NOT LITERATE * " : AND NEAR BY IS 
ST DUNSTAN'S CHURCH, OF WHICH DONNE WAS VICAR, 
NUMBERING AMONG HIS CONGREGATION HIS FUTURB 
BIOGRAPHER, IZAAK WALTON.

LIKE ALL THB SUBURBS OP LONDON CLAPHAM HAS ITS

here are sands, ignoble things, 
dropt from the ruined sides of kings :

SO WROTE BEAUMONT ABOUT THIS EXQUISITE BUILD- 
ING, DESCRIBED BY RUSKIN AS ''THE MOST BEAUTI- 
FUL CHAPEL IN THE WORLD." IT WAS BUILT AS A 
MAUSOLEUM FOR HIMSELF BY HENRY VII., AND, CON- 
TAINING ALSO THE BONES OF HIS WIFE ELIZABETH, 
IT COMMEMORATES THE HAPPY UNION OF LANCASTER 
AND YORK IN ENGLISH HISTORY. IT IS INDEED A 
NATIONAL VALHALLA. THE BEAUTY OF THE EXTERIOR 
SPEAKS OF THE PEACE WHICH REIGNS WITHIN — ^THE 
EVERLASTING PEACE OF RECONCILING DEATH. THE 
CHAPEL IS BUILTON THESITE OFTHB HOUSE IN WHICH 
CHAUCER DIED, AND JOSEPH ADDISON RESTS BENEATH 
ITS PAVEMENT. MANY OTHER GREAT NAMES ARE 
FOUND ON ITS MANIFOLD TOMBS. EDWARD VI. OF 
GRACIOUS MEMORY SLEEPS QUIETLY WITHIN A FEW 
PACES OF THE DAUGHTER OF OLIVER CROMWELL. MOST 
IMPRESSIVE OF ALL, ELIZABETH AND MARY, SUCCESS- 
IVE QUEENS OF ENGLAND — ^THOSE "SISTERS OF BIT- 
TER HATE AND STRANGE DESTINY " — LIE TOGETHER 
IN A CONTRACTED SEPULCHRE, THEIR LITTLE LIVES 
ROUNDED OFF BY THE PIOUS INSCRIPTION OF JAMBS I., 
" CLOSING," AS DEAN STANLEY SAID, "THE LONG WAR 
OF THE REFORMATION : " REGNO CONSORTES ET URN A, 
HIC OBDORMIMUS ELIZABETHA ET MARIA SORORES, INSPE 
RESURRECTIONIS. WELL MAY THE POET CRY, 
" IN GREATNESS IS NO TRUST." 
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SPITALFIELDS CHURCH 

SPITALFIBLDS IS A DISTRICT IN THE BAST OF LONDON, 
NOW CHIEFLY KNOWN AS THE CENTRE OF THE SILK- 
WEAVING INDUSTRY. THE NAME IS AN ABBREVIATION 
OF HOSPITAL FIELDS, DERIVED FROM THE FACT THAT 
THE FIELDS ON WHICH THE HOUSES NOW STAND ONCE 
BELONGED TO THE PRIORY OF ST MARY SPITAL, FOUND- 
ED IN 1 197 BY WALTER BRUNE, AND NOW REPRESENT- 
ED BY CHRIST CHURCH, SPITALFIELDS, THE SUBJECT 
OF THIS ETCHING. THE SILK INDUSTRY HERE REVIVSS 
POIGNANT MEMORIES. IT WAS FOUNDED BY THE 
FRENCH REFUGEES WHO WERE EXPELLED FROM 
FRANCE AT THE REVOCATION OF THE EDICT OF 
NANTES, AND MANY OF THE INHABITANTS STILL HAVE 
FRENCH NAMES OR OBVIOUS ENGLISH FORMS OF 
FRENCH NAMES. THE CHURCH WAS BUILT IN I729 
BY HAWKSMORE, A FAVOURITE PUPIL OF WREN, AND 
WAS ONCE THE LARGEST MODERN CHURCH IN LONDON.
